hour  on  The  Best  Seller,  and  a  social  hour,  with  light  refreshments 
followed. 

Miss  Juliet  Handerson,  a  graduate  of  Western  Reserve  University 
and  the  Western  Reserve  Library  School,  and  for  several  years 
keeper  of  records  and  statistics  in  the  Cleveland  Public  Library,  joined 
the  Faculty  on  March  1,  as  registrar  and  principal’s  assistant.  ’

instructor  and  supervisor  of  practice,  and  the  Circulation  department, 
on  behalf  of  which  she  will  have  charge  of  the  securing  and  care  of 
probationers.

Miss  Tracey  has  prepared  a  list  of  material  in  German,  French, 
and  Italian  periodicals  on  the  subject  of  American  libraries,  which  will 
be  printed  in  the  Handbook  of  the  A.  L.  A.  exhibit  at  the  Leipsic 
Exhibition. 

Misses  Plummer,  Van  Valkenburgh,  Sutliff,  and  Rose  attended 
the  Atlantic  City  meeting,  March  6  and  7.  Miss  Plummer  spent  the 
eighth  and  ninth  in  Philadelphia,  where  she  spoke  to  the  Drexel 
Library  School  on  ‘'Spanish  novelists.”

We  have  two  rooms  and  have  just  received  permission  to  furnish 
a  third  one.  The  library  has  now  a  very  well-chosen  Collection  of  almost  ten 
thousand  volumes,  and  has  twenty-eight  branches  Scattered  throughout  the 
county,  which  is  somewhat  larger  than  the  State  of  Massachusetts...  !  While 
my  work  is  cataloguing,  I  shall  have  considerable  to  do  with  the  general  work 
as  soon  as  I  ‘catch  up’.”
